‘It may have been the inexperience but 
we struggled for a long time (Heidelberg 
took only three points from the remaining 
four matches) and I for one started get- 
ting funny thoughts in the back of my mind 
about ability. 

‘But getting to the final and being so 
much on top only to lose because we were 
a man short restored the confidence and 
that is why no matter what happens that 
match will always be a spur.”’ 

The confidence about Heidelberg doing 
well comes from the atmosphere that 
exists at the club. 

“It's kind of a big family where everyone 
gets on well with one another.

It will only gear me up a lot more 
and make me work harder,” he says. 

Xanthopoulos has been training with 
Heidelberg in anticipation of getting a 
transfer from South Melbourne Hellas 
while MacLeod is haggling over a new 
contract with the club. 

Angele sorted out contract hassles 
early, signing a new, two-year contract in 
December. 

“At the end of the season there were 
stories I would be going to Juventus. 

“I had phone calls from people con- 
nected from Juve and I wasn’t too sure 
about the situation at Heidelberg because 
there was a lot of talk about the structure 
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of new contracts with no signing-on fees 
but with big bonuses for matches. 

“But I must admit 1 am happy at Hei- 
delberg because of the professional atmos- 
phere that exists at the club.” 

Most of the atmosphere is generated by 
Garvey, who has left the biggest impres- 
sion with Angele of an impressive list of 
Coaches he has played under. 

“Brian is very professional with the 
players. He impressed me because he 
understands what players go through. 

“He has a great knowledge of the game 
and has the right personality. 

‘He is also a bit of a mystery to us — 
nobody knows him completely because al- 
though he will have a drink with the 
players he hasn’t become one of the boys 
as has happened with other coaches in the 
past and none of us know all that much 
about him."’ 

The coaches Angele has played under in- 
clude Jack Reilly, Jimmy Rooney, Len 
McKendry and Manny Poulakakis while 
he was with Heidelberg’s Second Division 
sean and Ken Morton and Garvey at NSL 
evel. : 

During his junior days, Fausto Tar- 
quinio and Pat Della Rocca were his 
coaches at Juventus and he also played 
under Bill Curran and Rale Rasic in the 
Victorian junior state teams. 

‘At junior level, Fausto Tarquinio was 
the best coach I played under. He taught 
me a lot and had a similar professional at- 
titude to Garvey. 

“In actual fact, Juve has always had 
really good junior coaches and it’s a 
shame that Juventus does not pay enough 
attention to giving its upcoming young- 
sters a go. 

“If you go through players like Oscar 
Crino, Yankos and the like there is quite a 
number of us who had our start there.’ 

Angele moved from Juventus to Heidel- 
berg largely because of his studies. 

“T was doing my HSC at the time and 
living in MacLeod, so Heidelberg suited 
me better than having to travel to the city 
three nights a week for training.

This is the sobering message the brilliant 20- 
year-old prospect has for distraught defenders 
around the National Soccer League — and World 
Cup opponents as far away as Auckland, Glasgow, 
Tel Aviv and Madrid.

“I moved from Canberra so 
that I could improve and for 
that Sydney is the place to be,’ 
he said, adding that once he 
decided on leaving the national 
Capital, Sydney City Hakoah 
was “‘the only team for me” 


“T shifted so that I could go 
up, not sideways or down a 
step.” 


Farina explained that his 
new, two-year contract with 
Hakoah involves a clause sim- 
ilar to the one which restricted 
Canberra to demanding a 
transfer fee no greater than 
$8000, making him surely the 
biggest bargain in soccer for 
years. However, he coyly con- 
fides that the maximum 
amount is somewhat higher 
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than that which Hakoah had to . 
fork out. Oh well, inflation and 
all that .. - 


Now in full training, having 
returned from an off-season | 
Stint with English Second Divi- © 
sion Portsmouth, Farina is 
bubbling over with enthusiasm 
about his new club. 


“It is a marvellous team, 
with a great squad of players 
providing intense competition 
for every spot on match days. 
No one is assured of a place, 
which is the only way to im- 
prove and maintain motiva- 
tion. 

“At Hakoah as a striker I re- 
ceive brilhiant support on the 
field — the best I have ever 
seen in Australian soccer — 
while off the pitch there is an 
amazing club spirit.”

Coach Eddie Thomson, the 
shrewd Scotsman who has led 
the boys in blue and white to 
an unparalleled string of suc- 
cesses in recent years also 
gets his share of praise. ‘‘Trai- 
ning sessions are relaxed, en- 
joyable affairs, as they never 
are repetitious.”

Goalkeepers are different. 
Really different. Some say they're 
mad. 


They’re the butt of lots of jokes, they can 
play hero and villain in the one game, they 
wear a different colored strip to the rest of 
the team, funny gloves and sometimes, 
strange looking caps. They can do crazy 
things like running out of their penalty area 
and dribbling past opponents. 

Maybe they are mad! 

“I wouldn’t go as far as that Just say that 
there's a questionable quality there,’ said South 
Melbourne Hellas goalie Peter Laumets. 

‘There's io way that a goalkeeper can be a 
straight man. Take one of your training nights for 
example. It’s pouring down, there’s a big puddle 
in front of you and t5 guys with a ball each are 
taking great pleasure in placing their shots so that 
you land right in the middle of the puddle. You're 
really going for it, hammer and tongs, sweating 
hard and getting filthy while the 15 guys are in 
Stitches watching you.’ 

Maybe Laumets would have gone on the Soc- 
ceroos world tour late last year if not for a 
shoulder injury suffered in training for the World 
Series games. Maybe. He wonders about that too. 

“Getting that injury was just like being 
dropped. I blew my chances of getting back into 
the Australian side and Hellas went out and 
bought Gary Clayton from Juventus. It makes you 
sit up and wonder if this is the end of the line for 
you. It changes your thinking a lot. After all, you 
can't throw yourself around as much once you’ve 
had a serious shoulder injury. 

“Frank Arok told me that once I got fit again 
I'd be recalled but it never came about. Okay, I 
played for Australia in a practice game down in 
Tassie but that was more of a token gesture than 
anything else.

As the most impressive side in Victoria so 
far, Heidelberg already has won the Buffalo 
Gold Cup night series, and is in the second 
round of the National Cup. 

Mateship, flair, the flexibility of coach 
Brian Garvey and the brilliance of goalkeeper 
Jeff Olver are the main ingredients of Heidel- 
berg’s success. 

Does the NSL championship lie at the end of 
the rainbow that Heidelberg has splashed so 
boldly across the sky? Olver, for one, believes 
it does. So does Heidelberg’s Socceroo defend- 
er Charlie. Yankos. 

It promises to be a season full of accolades 
for Olver, who was voted best player of the 
Buffalo Gold Cup competition, during which 
he served two penalties. 

National coach Frank Arok has Olver in 
mind as a possible back-up to Soeceroo No. 1 
goaikeeper, Terry Greedy of St. George Bud- 
apest. He reaffirmed a few weeks ago he 
wanted another talented and experienced 
goalkeeper, adding that he was pleased to 
hear of Olver's progress. 

Olver, 24, was in Australia’s 1979 World 
Youth Championship squad, along with such 
stars-to-be as Alan Davidson, Eddie Krncevic, 
George Christopoulos, Theo Selemidis and 
Graham Jennings. In various representative 
teams, he has played against Vardar Skopje, 
York Cosmos, Hungary, Glasgow Rangers, 
Iraklis and the West Berlin State selection.

“Dave Maclaren was coaching Hellas then. He 
did most of the talking but Jack did most of the 
work when it came to training goalkeepers. Jack's 
had a big, big influence on‘me. I guess I'm a bit of 
a masochist when it comes to training because I 
enjoy working hard and [ get a lot of Satisfaction 
from training with Jack. 

“Since he’s been gone (Reilly stopped working 
with Hellas as a specialist coach last year) I’ve 
had to rely on my own motivation. You sometimes 
find yourself conducting your own session and 
sometimes it’s not as intense as you'd like it to be 
but I told Lennie that [ could carry it through. 


“Let’s face it. Goalkeepers often are the last 
people a coach thinks about, which is under- 
standable, because the coach has got his hands full 
looking after fis outfield players. And the way 
Lennie works, the ball shouldn’t even get to me in 
a game.” 

Laumets didn’t have an enjoyable introduction 
to NSL soccer at Hetlus MacLaren was sacked 
eight games into the 1979 season and his replace- 
ment) Duncan MacKay preferred John Hansen to 
Laumets 

“Hansen played about three or four games 
under MacKay then 1 got my chance. We went five 
games undefeated then we lost one and MacKay 
dropped me I think he wanted to keep his job but

I respected him 
a lot for what he’d done for Australia in 1974 but I 
didn’t know anything else about him. 

“He bought Doug Brown, Bobby Russell John 
Yzendoorn. Ken Murphy and Oscar Crino and 
sure. they were greal signings, but I didn’t get 
carried away by all the talk around the club that 
we'd win the championship. When I joined Hellas 
in 1979 we had Stuart Baxter, Frank Munro. Alun 
Evans and Kenny Drakeford in the side. They all 
were class players but we still went down the 
tube. 1 just waited to see what would happen under 
Rasic 

“Tack told me that Rasic wanted to buy Greg 
Woodhouse but Jack intervened and said that 
there was no point because [ could do the job. In 
the end things didn’t work out for Rasic and 
Lennie took over. 

“He (McKendry) has got to be the best coach 
I've played under. When I first joined Hellas I was 
more of a reaction keeper but my positional sense 
has improved since then. Under Len, I’m like an 
llth outfield player. I have a lot more control over 
our back four than I’ve ever had, even our defen- 
sive midfielder, Carl Harlford is in earshot and I 
talk a lot to these players- 

“Goalkeeping is &5 percent natural ability If 
you don't look the purt then forget it. I mean, I 
never became a goalkeeper because I was clumsy. 
Quite the contrary, 1 found it came naturally to 
me to do things a goalkeeper has to do and that’s 
why I stuck at it. 

“Bul goalkeepiny training is at a standstill 
There's been no new techniques or methods in- 
troduced for a while und that’s a worry.

But in three 
games under him before last weekend, the 
a had lost twice, so is he too due for the 
sack? 


Three games is probably too long to per- 
servere with the one coach. We suggest to Ju- 
venous that It hires its coaches on a weekly 

asis. 


A one-week contract wouldn’t be hard to 
honor, and because you'd need say, 15 or 20 of 
them during the year, you'd be contributing 
towards full employment by providing work 
for more solicitors. 


Seriously, though, folks, how does Marga- 
ritis feel about being in such a shaky seat? 
How does he cope when committee and sup- 
porters appear to believe that Juventus must 
win the championship because it has bought 
Yakka Banovic, Paul Wade and Peter Lewis? 


Margaritis, as ever, plays it cool. 


“Juventus is building a good, solid team 
that will last for a long time and such a build- 
ing process takes perhaps three years. We are 
not saying, we-will win the championship this 
year. We want to be at least as strong as last 
year, and anything above that will be a pleas- 
ant bonus. 

“But I can’t stress strongly enough that our 
main concern is to get back the sort of stabi- 
Jity that once made Juventus the strongest 
club in Victoria. Between 1952 and 1956, Ju- 
ventus won five straight championships, and it 
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John Margaritis 
is only through hard work and patience that 
we will make Juventus great again.”’ 


About Juventus’s poor early-season results, 
Margaritis said: ‘‘Football players are like 
racehorses. They need time to hit form. A 
coach in Greece said to me you're crazy if you 
think it's important to win all your pre-season 
games, because if you do, then when will you 
correct your mistakes? 


“Good teams shouldn’t worry too much 
about pre-season results, especially in 
matches of 35-minute halves. Players are just 
back from holidays. they are not fully fit, and 
they are impatient because they all want to 
kick the ball, which means team discipline 
iSn't always what it should be.”’ 


But he did blast his players for their poor 
showing in the National Cup loss to Croatia. 
“TY’ve never seen Juventus play as badly as 
they did in the second haif,’’ Margaritis said. 
“We all pushed forward like amateurs and 
allowed them to hit us in counter-attacks. 
That attitude will change, believe me!”’ 


Margaritis said it was nonsensical of the 
Press to describe Juventus as one of the favor- 
ites for the league championship following the 
purchase of Wade and Lewis “‘Two players do 
not make a champion team overnight, and the 
Press must remember that most of the team 
has had only one year of National League ex- 
perience.”

after it looked to be roaring 
toward phenomenal success, 
when players of the calibre 
of Pele, Beckenbauer, Best 
and Cruyff were affordable 
and when the windowpiece 
of the exercise, the New 
York Cosmos, averaged 
crowds above 50,000. = 

Now the Cosmos can rustle up 
only about 4,000 a game, not 
something that would show 
up well on the balance sheet 
of NSL clubs, much less in a 
realm where heads roll if 
profits are not made. 

Some of us in Australia will be 
saddened by it all, believing 
that because we, toe, are a 
developing soccer country, 
there is some parallel and 
the American failure is 
some sort of omen for us. 

Of course there is very little 
parallel between the super- 
ambitious American, 


periment and our more in- 
nocent, if less expert, at- 
tempt at popularising the 
game in this country. 

We are simply soccer people 
with a vestigial love for a 
game we were brought up on 
in the old country. We try to 
sell the game not by market- 
ing connivance but by the 
naive faith we have in the 
game’s conquering quali- 
ties. 

That’s very different to the 
type, the cosmetics and the 
m the Americans 
have invested in their soccer 
revolutions. 

And the Americans tried 
everything: Pele, daring en- 
terprise, super stadiums,

Astroturf, franchises, the 
best in prometion, shootouts 
and even — until FIFA told 
them who’s boss — drastic 
changes to the laws of the 


game. ; 
But what they didn’t have is a 


feel for the game, an aware- 
ness of its magic and fhe 
real ingredients in it which 
might turn on the 
customers. 


And while I cannot be deligh- 


ted that soccer has failed in 
that mecca of com- 
mercialism, neither am I 
sad that a point has once 
again been proven. 


That point is that seccer is not 


a bag of pretzels or a packet 
of chewing gum and will 
never be successfully mar- 
keted with promotional bull- 
dust. 


That is why professional busi- 


nessmen, who know only 
business but not the game’s 
intrinsic values, have never 
been able to sell it success- 
fully either here. or in Amer- 
ica. > 


Put simply, while promotion 


beneficial in making people 
aware of soccer’s existence, 
once tasted seccer has to be 
good enough to sell itself, 
for nothing else on God’s 
earth will sell it.
